"Another interesting provision of 


the bill as proposed is that concern- 
ing petitions for elections. It Is pro- 
vided that an election shall be held 
-.vhen 30 per cent of the people of the 
:errltory interested shall petition for 
the election. 
This petitioning would 


always have to be at the expense and 
trouble of the temperance people 
since the territory would naturally re- 
turn to a "wet" condition at the end 
of two years. 


Petition Trouble Bobs Up Again. 
"Then there is a provision that tha 


county commissioners shall order the 
election when they shall have deter- 
mined whether 30 per cent ot the peo- 
ple have signed the petition. 
Here 


we have all over again the old trou- 
ble, such as we had with, the remon- 
strance law. 
Any one could attack 


the petition and the proof .as to the 
signatures, .etc., would have to b8 
made by calling in all'the signers 
whose signatures were questioned. Ii 
would be an endless task, and woulc 
be most discouraging. The apparent 
purposes' of the bill would thus be de 
feated. 


"You -will notice, also, a radical dtf 


ference -between this provision- and 
the provision as to the petitioning for 
a saloon outside a city or town. Thi 
provision, after stating that such L 
saloon may be established after a ma 
jority of the people of the dlstric 
have petitioned for it, makes a. further 
precaution in the interest of the sa 
loon man in stating that in order to 
attack such a petition oath must be 
made as to which names are believed 
to be improperly in the petition. Thus 
you see that the bill guards the inter- 
ests of tho saloon keeper in a way 
quite different from that in which it 
guards (he interests of the people op- 
posing the saloon business." 


Those who are opposed to the bill, 


and would have it killed wrthwith by 
the adoption of the majority report 
were forced to the position of consent- 
ing to the printing of the democratic 
amendments without a fight, because 
a number of the republicans of tho 
senate favored an opportunity of see- 
ing what the amendments proposed.

To the nation at large all the 
others are more or less unknown 
quantities, save Senator Knox, chos- 
en for secretary of state, who saw 
long cabinet service as attorney gen- 
eral before Pennsylvania sent him to 
the upper branch of congress, and 
Frank H. Hitchcock, selected for 
postmaster general, who has achieved 
recent but abundant fame as chair- 
man of the republican national com- 
mittee. Mr. MacVeagh is a -wealthy 
merchant, capitalist and financier of 
Chicago, and formerly -was a demo- 
crat. Some fifteen years ago he was 
named by the democratic state con- 
vention In Illinois for United States 
senate,.and attracted considerable no- 
tice as "the scholar in'politics'."' He 
is a brother of Wayne MacVeagh, at- 
torney general'in the.Garfleld cabinet 
and later minister to Italy during the 
second Cleveland administration.

that does not exist where the pilot deserts the boat as she heads for the breakers. : 


But even that satisfaction can hardly be called long-lived. 
The point to be borne in mind is just this: The. City of Fort Wayne was per- 


suaded to enter upon a path which was represented not only as safe but endorsed 
as leading direct to delectable fields of inexpensive lights. . 


Unlike the wise banker, the City did not scrutinize the endorsements or look' 


up the endorsers. Neither did it view the path. Least of all. did it carefully seek, 
to determine whether there were not more desirable paths to the same end. 


It just went ahead in the careless, happy-go-lucky Avay that American cities 


do when they are growing vigorously and everybody is too occupied with his own 
to the exclusion of public business for the City's good. 


As the City could not legally increase its bonded indebtedness, it was decided 


to start a street-lighting plant fund by a tax levy on the taxable valuation of the 
City. 
This, if repeated annually through a long enough series of years, would, 


it was figured, product a sufficient fund to justify municipal construction and oper- 
ation of its own street-lighting plant. 


_ Such a levy was voted on the taxable valuation of the City in 1898—$22,583,- 


125—at the rate of 2% cents on each hundred dollars, such first-year levy amount- 
ing to $5,645. 


The two following years, 1899 and 1900, the rate was raised to 3y2 cents per 


hundred dollars, and in 1901 and subsequent years to iy2 cents. 


As the years went on the taxable valuation increased, so that the five or six 


thousands dollars in the levy of 1898 had increased ten years later to over four 
times that amount, or $22,936. 


In other words, for ten years the taxpayers of Fort Wayne had given up 


yearly portions of what they possessed to an accumulating fund designed event- 
ually TO SECURE BETTER STREET LIGHTING on a system which the City 
Fathers had assured them would be cheaper.

that either the pitcher or his receiver de- 
pends on the other man's judgment ns to 
the proper thing to hard the batter. 


The fact Is. they always work together. 


Thn catcher will call for a certain bail, 
and If in the pitcher's judgment another 
kind would do better, he shake? bis head. 


In reality the pitcher acts on his own 


judgment, because he is the man trying 
to deceive the batter. This holds good 
especially when the man In the box is a 
player of experience.

From the Relief Union. 


In her report on the Relief union 


Miss Williard said that in the pas 
nine months there had been 163 ap 
plicants for aid, and 129 were assist 
ed directly from the rooms. Forty 
six received clothing; 41 groceries 
26 shoes and clothing: S fuel; 4 cloth 
ing and groceries and 4 .shoes. Thi 
remaining, 32 women and 2 men, wer 
given work at the Associated Chari 
ties work room, where a total of 19 
days work was furnished them. The 
receive in pay for their work grocer 
ies, clothing, fuel and furniture. Th 
society as a rule makes no payment 
In money. The work room is opene 
Tuesday and Thursday from S a. m.' 
to 4. p. m., and should be opened 
every day in the week if we could af- 
ford it. The women are employed In 
the work room with the sewing of 
carpet rags for rugs; patching and 
piecing comforts and the rugs and 
comforts are sold in order to buy ma- 
terial for the work. We have a work 
room committee of fourteen young la- 
dies who are very faithful in supply- 
ing meat for the dinners and on spe- 
cial occasions have given the women 
excellent dinners with appropriate 
table decorations. The Relief Union 
has been unusually successful in car- 
rying on a free sewing school which 
has an enrollment of 57 pupils and 
eight teachers. 
The children meet 


every Saturday afternoon and are 
taught plain sewing, darning and 
patching. 


An Old Organization. 


Mrs. Louis Heilbroner told of the 


growth of the Hebrew Ladies' Bene- 
volent society as an outcome of a 
meeting in 1861. when twenty-three 
women formed what was then known 
as a "Soldiers' Relief society," They 
dedicated their funds and their serv- 
ices to the procuring of clothing, 
linen, etc., for the Union soldisrs. 
Throughout the war this was contin- 
ued,- and then the name of the organ- 
ization was changed to the Hebrew 
Ladies' Benevolent society, combin- 
ing sociability with its charity, and 
of the original twenty-three members 
some are still honored, revered and 
active members of the organization. 
About 39 members are now enrolled. 
The society contributes to the local 
charitable institutions as well as to

The assessor has always been look- 


ed upon with-great disfavor, and his 
approach has almost universally been 
the signal for the welling up of a 
fountain of resentment and antagon- 
ism In the breast of the fanner, who, 
having just passed through the long, 
hard winter, during which the fruits 
of the past year's ceaseless labor have 
perhaps been exhausted, cannot see 
the justice In his being required to 
give to the assessor information 
which, he thinks, can do himself no 
good, but, on the contrary, will make j 
it possible for the taxes against his 
property to be increased, and worse, 
will give the speculators an opportun- 
ity to still further satisfy their greed 
at the expense of his toil and hard- 
ships. He hesitates to give true con- 
ditions and the half hour's visit of the 
assessor 
is anything but pleasant, 


either to the assessor or to himself. 


The farmer who is not suspicious 


of the results of information which 
he may give, will answer all the asses- 
sor's inquiries as carefully and accur- 
ately as possible, but as the part of 
the Information relating to agriculture 
has dealt with what may develop In 
the future, even the fanner who 
would, cannot give a report which can 
be relied upon as being correct. For 
example: When he makes his report 
In March, he may guess that in April 
or May he may plant a certain num- 
ber of acres of corn, oats, etc., and 
later that he may harvest the same 
number of acres; but his plans may 
not be carried out. He may, before 
planting time, change his mind as to 
the number of acres ha will put in the 
various crops; or, if he carries out his 
first intentions as to acreage, some 
condition may arise before harvest 
time which will greatly change the 
expected result; as, for example, frost, 
the fly, extreme wot or extreme dry 
weather may affect his wheat crop 
and cause him to plow up a part or all 
of his wheat and put It In corn or 
some other crop. 


Any agricultural report based upon 


what may happen at some time In ihe 
future can at best be treated as only 
a guess, and Is not as reliable as a 
report which deals with what has act- 
ually been planted and harvested. An 
effort Is being made by J. L. Peetz, 
state statistician, to arrange this work 
in such a way as to get statistical re- 
ports upon agriculture which will be 
absolutely correct and reliable. He 
has made a complete revision of the 
agricultural schedule and when the 
assessor visits the farmer this spring 
to secure' information for the statisti- 
cal report, he will not ask how much 
the farmer expects to produce during 
the current year, but will ask how 
much was produced last year.

farmer will have no difficulty la an- 
swering these Questions, because his

crops will all have been harvested 
and he will know 'exactly what ha 
raised and what' it was worth, and he 
will need have no hesitancy in giving 
a true report, because his wheat, corn, 
oats, hay, etc., have. In most cases, 
been sold, and there is absolutely no 
opportunity for the speculator to gain 
anything from information he may 
give. 


Moreover, the report of property for 


statistical purposes 
Is based upon 


values on January 1, while the report 
for taxation is based upon values ex- 
isting March 1, thus making it impos- 
sible to in any way check or compare 
the information given for the two re- 
ports. 


In- his report Mr. Peetz is also tak- 


ing up the question of forests, drain- 
age and dyking, which should be of 
peculiar interest to the farmers. The 
forest problem is becoming a serious 
one throughout the country, so much 
so that President Roosevelt, about a 
year ago, decided upon the necessity 
of appointing a commission, which is 
now known as t'ne national conserva- 
tion commission, for the purpose of 
devising ways and means for the pre- 
servation of the forests of the coun- 
try, and also for the redemption of 
waste lands. Mr. Peetz has also tak- 
en up the question of improved roads. 


The farmer who understands these 


changes and understands the purpose 
of the report will be glad to have his 
Information ready In a correct form, 
and, as a loyal Hoosier, will be anx- j 
ious to help make the best showing 
which is possible and consistent with 
true conditions. He will take more 
Interest in the statistical work when 
he learns that the information pub- 
lished will be reliable. The farmer is 
just as much entitled to accurate re- 
ports with reference to his business 
as is the manufacturer or any other 
business man. There is no better 
place for the farmers' boys and girls 
to learn practical bookkeeping than 
in assisting their parents la keeping 
a strict account of all the business 
transacted. 
Ttie system which has 


been adopted by Mr. Peetz. will have 
a tendency to create an Interest upon 
the part of the farmer to the extent 
that in a few years he will keep as 
strict an account of his receipts and 
expenditures as does the business 
man.

ing a glass factory. If it comes, it will 
be- bnflt by men who work at the 
trade and will be owned on the co-op- 
erative plan. 


The project Is proposed by Harvey 


H. Harshman, a glass worker of Dun- 
kirk, late republican candidate for 
representative from this county. The 
plan is to Interest a number of prac-

have entertained the people of differ- 
ent ages reveals a process of cleaning 
much to the credit of society. 
The 


bells of a Christian.civilization have 
been ringing through the years, rins- 
ing out the old and ringing in the 
new. 
Nor has this process ceased. 


We are still in the transiuon period 
and always shall he. 
One age will 


never be satisfied with the heritage 
of sport left it by another, for each 
succeeding age is more enlightened 
aud has. loftier tastes than the one 
that went before. 
Hence the subject 


of amusements will always be an open 
question. 


I believe In amusements. 
Our na- 


ture demands and society should af- 
ford diversions for the people. There 
Is nothing In the bible that would, rob ; 
us of on« holpful amusement, but 
against the objectionable in amuse- 
ments the church must lift Us voice. 


The position of the Methodist Epis- 


copal church Is clearly stated in the 
following paragraph from the Episco- 
pal address delivered last May before 
the general conference held in Balti- 
more: 


"Improper amusements and exces- 


sive Indulgence in innocent amuse- 
ments are serious barriers to the be- 
ginning of the religious life and fruit- 
ful causes of spiritual decline. Some 
amusements in common use are al.-to 
positively demoralizing, and furnish 
the first easy steps to the total loss of 
character. 
We, therefore, look with 


deep concern on the great Increase of 
amusements and on the general pre 
valence of harmful amusements, and 
lift up a solemn note of warning and 
ntreaty particularly against theater 
oing, dancing and such games of 
hance as are frequently associated 
vlth gambling; all of which have been 
ound to be antagonistic to vital piety, 
iromotive of worldllness, and espe- 
ially pernicious to youth. We affec- 
ionately admonish all of our people 
o make their amusements the sub- 
ect of careful thought and frequent 
prayer, to study the subject of amuse- 
ments in the light, of their tendencies, 
and to be scrupulously careful in this 
matter to set no injurious example. 


"We abjure them to remember that 


the question-for a Christian must oft- 
en be, not whether a certain course 
of action is positively immoral- but 
whether it will dull the spiritual life 
and be an unwise example. We deem 
it our bounden duty to summon the 
whole church to apply a thoughtful 
and instructed 
conscience 
to the 


chojce of - amusements, and not 
to 


leave them to accident, or taste, or 
'passion; and we affectionately advise 
and beseech every 
member of the 


church absolutely to avoid 'the taking 
such diversions as cannot be used in 
the name of the Lord Jesus.'"

II. The Theater. The theater owes 


Its origin to religion. In Greece. India, 
China, the drama was originally a re- 
ligious ceremony.

of art. 
In the dark ages, the priests 


put the whole of theology on the stage, 
and in this way the rude and unlet- 
tered people that gathered on Saints' 
days were taught in an effective way 
the truths of religion. In the Chris- 
tian era the first theaters were the 
churches and the first actors 
the 


priests. 


But secular competition sprang up 


and in 1.378 the dean and chapter of 
St. Paul's Cathedral petitioned Rich- 
ard III. to stop certain dramatic per- 
formances which were being gotten 
up in London outside the church. Be- 
cause the cathedral 
clergy 
of 
St. 


Paul's had spent so 
much 
money 


on 
church 
scenery and 
costumes 


they were eager to crush all secular 
competition. But the drama was so 
prostituted to evil that the 
church 


was compelled to abandon It 
alto- 


gether. But in abandoning the drama 
they did not eliminate the dramatic 
elements from human nature, for It 
was implanted by .God and is recog- 
nized and cultivated in the bible. It Is 
not something built up outside of our- 
selves by the great dramatists. Man 
is dramatic by nature and Is not re- 
sponsible for the dramatic element in 
his soul but for its perversion.

U «ny one could mark on 
the map Tn« Happy City," that place, 
althoufh th* w*y might be Ions, and 
hedged about with dangers and diffi- 
culties, would b» ta» city ot the world 
to which people ot trery nation would 
continually reiort JU wrery road In 
England leads to tht Klng*a Highway, 
and that to London, »o every path of 
the world would connect with the road 
to the Happy City. 


A long time ago, It was said of 


Samaria, "And there was much Joy In 
that city." Samaria was Indeed beau- 
tiful for situation, on one of the hill- 
tops near the center of Palestine, with 
a Tarlety of scenery, hills and valleys 
'and plains all about It, and a fine view 
of the sea In the distance; with 
grores of olive and pomegranates on 
every side, and beautiful buildings on 
every street But these things were 
not what filled It with joy. Instead. 
It was because Christ has been preach- 
ed to tht people of Samaria by Philip, 
(the deacon.) He 
had 
gone there i 


from Jerusalem for that special pur- 
pose. Just before and after the mar- 
tyrdom o£ Stephen, the Christians 
were 10 persecuted that they left Je- 
rusalem In large numbers, and "were 
scattered abroad." But the twelve 
apostles remained to do the work In 
which they were being marvelously 
assisted by the 
Holy Spirit. Very 


likely Philip determined to go to 
Samaria because be knew that Jesus 
had onca preached the gospel there for 
two days, and that many ot the Sa- 
maritans bad believed on him. and 
had said: "We have heard for our- 
selves and know that this is indeed 
the Saviour ot the world." And Christ 
had come again to Samaria in the per- 
son of Philip. 'And when the apostles 
in .Jerusalem heard about the many 
believers in Jesus In Samaria, con- 
verted 
through - the 
preaching of 


Philip, they sent Peter and John to 
Samaria to help the Samaritans still 
roor«. for they needed to be told how 
the Holy Spirit would make them able 
to heal the sick and do many wonder 
ful works in the name of Jesus. We 


are told in the bible that Peter and 
John "laid their hands on them and 
they received the Holy Spirit" And 
then there was more Joy in Samaria 
than before. 


But the joy was marred because ot 


a man who proved to be a hypocrite. 
It was Simon Magus. 
We must 


know that he was a great man in the 
estimation of some people, because a 
statue was erected In Rome to bis 
memory, which had on It the Inscrip- 
tion, "Slmoni Deo Sancto." (To Si- 
mon the Holy God.) His reputation 
rested In the deeds ot magic which 
he performed. He had so amazed the 
people in Samaria with his sorceries 
that, from the least to the greatest, 
they said. "This man Is ot the power 
of God which is called Great." (Acts 
8:9-11.) But when they had listened 
to the preaching ot Philip they had 
changed their minds. And Simon him- 
self even professed to have been con- 
verted. He was ever at the side of 
Philip, making a close study of the 
great miracles of healing wrought by 
him—so much greater than he was

And after Peter and John 


had come, and the Samaritan Chris- 
tians had themselves received the gift 
of the Holy Spirit. Simon Ma^us cov- 
eted the gift, that he might be able to 
do greater works of magic. And the 
way he took to secure that power, of- 
fering money to pay for It, showed 
that he was insincere in his professed 
conversion. Peter read his false heart 
as if it had been an open book, and 
called upon him to repent of his wick- 
edness and pray for forgiveness. But 
if the legends we hear about his end 
have any truth, he did not follow 
Peter's advice, for it is said that he 
attempted to fly, as a proof of his su 
pernatural power, and fell' and sus- 
tained a fracture 
of his thigh and 


ankle bones; and that, overcome with 
vexation, he committed suicide. There 
is nothing in the bible about Simon 
Magus beyond the incident recorded 
in the eighth chapter of Acts.

Benjamin Andrews has said, "Bnth In 
his precepts and in his example Cbrlsl 
enjoins men to make all human inter 
ests their care." We are to love our 
neighbors as ourselves, a spirit lead 
ing a man to do for others all the good 
he can, dying for them, if need be 
Even to Caesar we are to render what 


Is his, never grudging. The disaffec- 
tion toward human government, which 
the church of the second and third 
centuries betrayed, leading some to 
identify 
the 
Roman empire with 


satan's kingdom, was not from Jesus 
Christ, but diametrically opposed to 
his teachings. And Dr. Andrews fur- 
ther says: "Very deep, when under- 
stood rightly, is that thought of the 
Old Testament that society was Insti- 
tuted by God himself, who deemed it 
not good for man to be alone." "Man 
is more glorious than any man." 


We have recently been hearing 


much about living for two weeks as if 
Christ were in our city. Some cities 
have tried it, and it seems to have 
brought about quite a new order ol 
things. And churches have tried It, 
when it has been supposed that the 
reason for which churches exist is to 
exemplify, as near as human beings 
can, 
the teachings of Christ. They 


should do it not only for two weeks, 
but for all time. It should not be con- 
sidered a new movement. 


It is certainly not a new mowement 


n cities, for by a solemn civic act

the King of their city. "Jesus Christ 
appointed by the Senate the King of 
the Florentines." was the inscription 
made on the outside of the town ball, 
but which is now effaced by time, the 
spot being marked by a sacred mono- 
gram.

off: close to the ground—when two o 
three years old, just as If they were 
large enough for market.

ages natural pruning.

SUGGESTIONS FOR ORCHARDIST 


As a rule apples from orchards that 


are in sod culture are better and more 
highly colored than those from tilled 
orchards, but this is not necessarily so. 


The trees that are tilled must be 


pruned muru openly and fertilized with 
more potash and phosphoric acid and 
less.nitrogen. 


The peach requires good culture, hut 


this culture should not be continued too 
late in the season or the wood will no 
harden by the time winter sets in am 
the tree will be injured. 


The fruit grower is apt to make two 


mistakes in planting trees. 
One is 


planting too many varieties, and thi 
other is planting too many trees. 


It is more a. matter of quality thai 


of quantity in growing fruit and \v< 


considerable firewood is secured, which 
in a large plantation is sawed into 
stove lengths and .piled convenient for 
shipping at the same time -that the 
posts are 'sawed.

Catalpa can be grown profitably only 


with a beforehand knowledge of the 
habits of the tree and a care that the 
site and the market are favorable. 


The best evidence that a cow has the 


right kind of food and sufficient food 
is a sleek, soft skin. 


Utilize all foods to help carry thc 


cows in winter quarters in the best of 
health and thrift.

North Carolina for the general tax list 
for farmers' institutes as in Pennsyl- 
vania, but tha expenses of the insti- 
tutes are borne by the farmers alone,' 
the board of agriculture holding them 
with the funds derived from the tax 
on commercial fertilizers. 


Institutes are held in the leisure time 


between the laying-by of the croys and 
thc beginning of cotton picking, a far 
better season for the speakers and the 
audience to get out than in the muddy 
times of winter. 


The North Carolina institutes, under 


the direction of Dr. Tail Butler, who 
is also tho state

IT IS NOT ALL LUCK 


It is a custom on many farms to 


winter the brood, sows just as .the 
other hogs are wintered; they are made 
to sleep in close, unhealthy quarters, 
full ot carbonic acid gas and lie piled 
up together in a small building. 


The sow should have the best 
of 


arc, for there is no farm animal trr-U 
,-ilI relurn more profit than a line old 
brood sow and no animal that is more 
sure to respond to kind treatment. 


Too many breed pigs for one prin- 


ciple, and that is luck. If one has a 
lot die he calls it bad luck; if he saves 
a good-sized litter it is good luck. 
If 


we make a success of any business we 
must do away with that foolish Idea 
about luck. 


Don't call it good luck when w« feed 


the sow on warm feed and keep the 
corn away from her and give her the 
best of care, and she brings ten fine, 
husky pigs—call it success. 


Don't call it bad luck when you Iced 


her corn and cold water and she has a 
few sickly-looking runt pigs and is in 
a heated condition and will nin at her 
young and chase you when you go 
round her. 
Call it failure. 


It is only by feeding right that trou- 


ble can be avoided. If the sow has a. 
caked bag and won't allow the pies 
to suck and thc herdsman takrs a pail 
of warm water and nibs her ndtler and 
she allows him to rub down tli« swell- 
ing, is that luck, or docs it show the 
results of kindness and patience in car- 
ins for her? 


Pour the cream into a cool 
milk 


crock. Then with a very heavy wire 
cggbealev bcal the cream with Ions, 
quick strpkeH, just

would use in beating eggs. 


Do not stir around, as it spoils the 


grain of the butter. 
Continue beating 


until the cream becomes thick 
and 


forms in little grains. 


Remove the boalcr and stir the cream 


with a .small-sized butter paddle until 
all the grains are gatliored together. 


Save the buttermilk, as it can b» 


used for a great many things if on« 
has no pigs tn enjoy it. 


Drain the butter well; press in sev- 


eral places with thc paddle and place 
under a faucet of cold water, or pour 
the water over it, repeating several 
times and taking care to drain as 
much of the milky water out as possi- 
ble each lime. 


When it is thoroughly drained wash 


the .paddles in cold water and sprinkle 
with salt. The butter should also be 
sprinkled with salt, about a tablespoon- 
ful to each pound of butter. 


Mix the .salt in thoroughly with the 


paddles, place it oh a cool plate or 
mold inlo whatever shape is desired. 
Wooden butler molds are good and. 
small stamps can be bought for a small 
sum, but one can form the butter nice- 
ly with the paddles. 


Caro should be taken to keep strict 


a.ccount of Uie income and outlay of 
each cow, and If she is not profitable 
should not be kept. 


With a good cow you would soon be 


able to buy all the necessary articles 
for Uie making of good butter, although 
a handy person could contrive to make 
a good many lliings with little expense. 


For instance,' a large lard pail, with a 


clashed made 
from a broom handle, 


makes a very serviceable churn, and 
nothing beats the ice. cream freezer 
for buttermaking. 


I was on a ranch two years ago 


where- the butter-worker was made by 
a liandy man and it worked splendidly. 


But, however tho butter is made, 


keep it in a cool, dry place and 
allow nothing with any kind of an odot 
to rest near il. Remember that tidi- 
ness, cleanliness and a cool -place are 
essentials to the keeping of good but- 
ter. 


It is a strange thing that some farm- 


ers who keep cows prefer to know so 
little about Uiem when knowledge can 
be purchased so cheaply, and why they 
will not read and become informed is 
hard to understand. 


TO CUT OR GRIND ALFALFA 


In order .to establish 
the 
relative 


merits of ground or cut alfalfa for fat- 
tening hogs the Nebraska experiment 
station made a series o£ tests with re- 
sults as follows: 


Tl o ground alfalfa was in the form 


of meal while .the cut alfalfa had beer, 
run through a silagu cutter, chopping 
it into lengths of one-half inch; 4.7"i 
pounds of corn and alfalfa mixed to- 
gether at the rate of three pounds ol 
corn to one of alfalfa wa? required to 
produce one pound of gain, while 4.81 
pounds of corn and 
ground 
alfalfa 


mixed in the proportion ot three parts 
of corn to one of alfalfa 
were 


quired for one pound 
o£ gain, 


counting labor. 


These results go to show that cut, 


alfalfa is more economical to feed than 
ground alfalfa and that a ration con- 
sisting of three-fourths corn and one- 
fourth alfalfa is cheaper than a ration 
consisting of one-half corn and one- 
half cut alfalfa for fattening pips. 


Grinding alfalfa 
is an 
expensivi 


process and it is doubtful if machinerj 
can be improvised which will grind il 
as cheaply as it can be ground by th« 
animal

A long time ago, it wa§ said of 


Samaria, "And there was much joy in 
that city." Samaria waa Indeed beau 
tlful for situation, on one of the hill' 
tops near the center of Palestine, with ] 
a tariety of scenery. Mils and valleys 
'and plains all about It, and a fine view 
of the sea in the distance: with 
groTes of olive and pomegranates on 
every side, and beautiful buildings on 
every street But the»e things were 
not what filled It with joy. Instead, 
It was because Christ has bean preach- 
ed to the people of Samaria by Philip, 
(the deacon.) 
He 
had gone there i 


from Jerusalem for that special pur- 
pose. Just before and after the mar- 
tynjom of 
Stephen, the Christians 


wtf« to persecuted that they left Je- 
rusalem In large numbers, and "were 
Mattered abroad." 
But the twelve 


apostles remained to do the work in 
which they were .being marvelously 
assisted by the 
Holy Spirit. Very 


likely Philip determined 
to go to 


Ssmirla' because he knew that Jesus 
had once preached the gospel there for 
two days, and that many of tbe Sa- 
maritans had believed on htm, and 
had said: "We have heard for our- 
selves and know that this. Is Indeed 
th» Saviour of the world." And Christ 
had come again to Samaria in the per- 
son of Philip. 'And when the apostles 
In • Jerusalem heard about the many 
believers in Jesus in Samaria, con 
verted 
through -the 
preaching 
of 


Philip, they sent Peter and John to 
Samaria to help the Samaritans stll 
mere, for they .needed to be told how 
the Holy Spirit would make them able 
to heal the sick and do many wonder 
furworks In the name of Jesus. We 


are told in the bible that Peter and 
John "laid their hands on thorn and 
they received the Holy Spirit." And 
then there was more joy in Samaria 


But the joy was marred because of 


a man who proved to be a hypocrite. 
It was Simon Magus. 
We must 


know that he was a great man in tbe 
estimation of some people, because a 
statue was erected in Rome to bis 
memory, which had oo It the Inscrip- 
tion, "Simon! Deo Sancto." 
(To Si- 


mon the Holy God.) His reputation 
rested in the deeds ot magic which 
he performed. He had so amazed the 
people In Samaria with his sorceries 
that, from the least to the greatest, 
they said. "This man is of the power 
of God which is called Great." (Acts 
8:9-11.) 
But when they had listened 


to the preaching of Philip they had 
changed their minds. And Simon him- 
self even professed to have been con 
verted. He was ever at the side of 
Philip, making a close study of the 
great miracles of healing wrought by 
him—so much greater than he was 
able to 
do that 
he 
was himself 


amazed. 
And after Peter and John 


had come, and the Samaritan Chris- 
tians had themselves received the gift 
of the Holy Spirit, Simon Ma^us cov- 
eted the gift, that he might be able to 
do greater works of magic. And the 
way he took to secure that power, of- 
fering money to pay for it, showed 
that he was Insincere In bis professed 
conversion. Peter read his false heart 
as it it had been an open book, nnd 
called upon him to repent of his wick- 
edness and pray for forgiveness. But 
it the legends we hear about his end 
have any truth, he did not follow 
Peter's advice, for It Is said that he 
attempted to fly, as a proof ot his su- 
pernatural power, and fell and ena- 
talned a fracture 
of bis thigh and 


ankle bones; and that, overcome with 
vexation, he committed suicide. There 
Is nothing in the bible about Simon 
Magus beyond the Incident recorded 
In the eighth chapter of Acts.

stood rightly, is that thought of the 
Old Testament that society was instl 
tuted by God himself, who deemed It 
not good for man to be alone." "Man 
Is more glorious than any man." 


We have recently been hearing 


much about living for two weeks as II 
Christ were In our city. Some cities 
have tried it, and It seems to have 
brought about quite a new order of 
things. And churches have tried It, 
when It has been supposed that the 
reason for which churches exist Is to 
exemplify, as near as human beings 
can, 
the teachings of Christ. 
They 


should do it not only for two weeks, 
but for all time. It should not be con- 
sidered a new movement. 


It Is certainly not a new movvement 


In cities, for by a solemn civic act 
the old Florentines chose Christ as 
the King of their city. "Jesus Christ 
appointed by the Senate the King of 
the Florentines." was the Inscription 
made on the outside of tbe town hall, 
but which is now effaced by time, the 
spot being marked by a sacred mono- 
gram. But on tbe battlements of thi 
tower may still be descried the Latin 
inscription 
referring to the 
same 


event. "Jesus Christ the 
King of 


Glory;' he conquers, he reigns, he 
rules." 


On the continent of Europe, the win-

The best evidence that a cow has the 


right kind of food and sufficient food 
is a sleek, soft skin. 


Utilize all foods to help carry thc 


cows in winter quarters in the best of 
health and thrift. 


Pumpkins fed with" the grain will re- 


sult in an increase in yield of milk over 
grain fed alone. 


are also most valuable; 


not one should so to waste. 


Sour apples may be fed, but very 


carefully, as they sometimes make the 
mouth sore. 


On cold nights be sure that the cows 


are in their stalls and have a good 
supply of fodder; all they will eat up 
clean. 


Exposure to colds, storms; short, 


frost-bitten pastures will reduce them 
so much that thc whole winter will be 
a loss. 


Keep the stable more comfortable; 


sec that the windows are well fitted and 
tho broken glass renewed. 


Let all the sunshine in the stables 


that is possible. Dark stables are al- 
ways damp. 
Damp stables are an 


abomination. 


The cow stable should be kept so 


clean and so well ventilated that the 
absence of disagreeable odors will be 
noticeable. It is easy; try it. 


Use plenty of land plaster. 
Clean 


the stalls at least twice each day.

North Carolina for the general tax list 
for fanners' institutes as in Pennsyl- 
vania, but the expenses of the inati- 
tutes are borne by the farmers alone; 
the board of agriculture holding them 
with the funds derived from tho tax 
on commercial fertilizers. 


Institutes are held in the leisure time 


between the laying-by of tho cro;:s and 
the beginniiie of cotton picking, a far 
better season for the speakers and the 
audience to get out than in the muddy 
times of winter. 


The Xorth Carolina institutes, under 


the direction of Dr. Tait Butler, who 
is also tho state 
veterinarian, have 


been 
wonderfully 
successful. 
Last 


summer there wore five parties in the 
field, and 133 institutes were 
held, 


twenty-two of which I attended. 
j 


In Mecklenburg county alone there 


wore five institutes of one clay each 
and at one point we had 1,800 persons 
In attendance and at another point in 
that county theis were over 1,000. 


At none of tlieso institutes was there 


a lawyer to make an address of wel- 
come and no one responded. We knew 
we were welcome or the great crowd 


furnished free by the railroad company 
and moved from point lo point with- 
out charge. 


In Maryland the institutes own s 


private car, nn which the speakers Ih'i 
and mnve from point to point for : 
school, deeming the quality of the stu 
donts of more importance than men 
numbers. 


They often leave the car for a large 


| meeting In. a building, but the lecturer 
live on the car. 


The institute for thc future must be 


cnmo more nn,cl mnre a farm .schoo 
and the effort must ho. to teach rathe 
than amuse, and in this line there ar 
states other than Pennsylvania tha 
need ,a regeneration.

Save the buttermilk, as it can ba 


used for a great many things if on8 
has no pigs to enjoy it. 


Drain the butter well; press in sev- 


eral places with the paddlo and place 
under a faucet of cold water, or pour 
the water over it, repeating several 
times and taking care to drain -as 
much of the milky water out as possi- 
ble each time. 


When it is. thoroughly drained wash 


the .paddles in cold water and sprinkle 
with salt. The butter should also be 
sprinkled with salt, about a tablespoon- 
ful to each pound of butter. 


Mix the salt in thoroughly with the 


paddles, place it on a cool plate or 
mold into whatever shape is desired. 
Wooden butler molds are good and. 
small stamps can be bought for a small 
sum, but one can form the butter nice- 
ly with the pacldles.

Pennsylvania Institutes, and some have 
said I wartf everything to be like a 
voice from the tombs and nothing fun- 
ny at all, and that the farmers have 
as good right to be amused as an> 
people. 


But such' talk is mere childishness 


and the writers would seem to consider 
farmers mere children who havc come 
together for fun and not for a. serious 
purpose. 


When the lawyers, doctors and other 


professional men meet in their associa- 
tions they do not send for a farmer to 
make them an address of welcome. 


They do not introduce phonographs 


nor comic singers nor comic soAaJwa 


other hogs are wintered; they are made 
lo sleep in close, unhealthy quarters, 
full of carbonic acid gas and lie piled 
up together in a small building. 


The sow should have, the best of 


care, for there Is no farm animal that 
ivill return more profit than a line old 
brood sow and no animal that is more 
sure to respond to kind treatment. 


Too many breed pigs for one prin- 


ciple, and that is luck. If one has a 
lot die he calls it bad luck; if he saves 
a good-sized litter it is good luck. If 
we make a success of any business We 
must do away with that foolish idea 
about luck. 


Don't call it good luck when wo feed 


the sow on warm feed and keep the 
corn away from htr and give her the 
best of care, and she brings ten fine, 
husky pigs—call it success. 


Don't call It bad luck when you feed 


her corn and cpld water and she has n 
few sickly-looking runt pigs and is in 
a heated condition and will run at her 
young and chase you when you go 
round her. Call it failure. 


It is only by tec-dint; right that trou- 


ble can be avoided. If the sow has a 
caked bag and won't allow the pigs 
to suck and thc herdsman takes a pail 
of warm water and nits her udder and 
she allows him to rub down thc swell- 
ing. Is that luck, or cloea it show thc 
results ot kindness and palicncc in car- 
ins for her? 


should not be kept. 


With a good cow you would soon be 


able to buy all the necessary articles 
tor the making of good butter, although 
a handy person could contrive to make 
a good many things with little expense. 


For instance, a large lard pail, with a 


dashed made 
from a broom handle, 


makes a very serviceable churn, and 
nothing beats the ico cream freezer 
Cor buttermaking. 


I was on a ranch two years ago 


where the butter-worker was made by 
a handy man and it worked splendidly. 


But, however the butter is made, 


keep it 
in a cool, dry place 
an<l 


allow nothing with any kind of an odor 
to rest near it. Remember that tidi- 
ness, cleanliness and a cool -place are 
essentials to the keeping of good but- 
ter. 


It is a strange thing that some farm- 


ers who keep cows prefer to know so 
little about them when knowledge can 
be purchased so cheaply, and why thej 
will not read and become informed ia 
hard to understand. 


TO CUT OR GRIND ALFALFA 


In order .to establish 
the 
relative 


merits of ground or cut alfalfa for fat- 
tening hogs the Nebraska experiment 
station made a series of tests with re- 
sults as follows: 


Tl a ground alfalfa was in the form 


of meal while .the cut alfalfa had beer, 
run through a silage cutter, chopping 
it into lengths of one-half inch; 4.7i 
pounds of corn and alfalfa mixed to- 
gether at thc rate of three pounds ot 
corn to one of alfalfa was required to 
produce one pound of gain, while 4.81 
pounds of corn and 
ground 
alfalfa 


mixed in the proportion of three parts 
of corn to one of alfalfa 
were 


quired for ono pound 
of pain, 


counting labor. 


These results go to shsw that cul. 


alfalfa is more economical to feed than 
ground alfalfa and th?»t a ration con- 
sisting ot threc-fourt'.is corn and one- 
fourth alfalfa is cheaper than a ration 
consisting of one-half corn and one- 
half cut alfalfa for fattening pips.

such conditions is nn enlightened public 
sentiment aroused by the press of the 
country, and. instead of punishing the 
newspaper which makes a fight against 
such conditions, It should be regarded 
as fulfilling its duty."
